London, Oct. 21.—(7 P. M.)—Reuter's Amsterdam correspondent 
says the Austrian premier, Count Karl Stuergkh, was shot today by ^ 
the publisher of a Vienna newspaper named Abler, according to a 
telegram received at Amsterdam from Berlin. 


Count Stuergkh's ministry was formed Nov. 3, 1911, and w^s 
reorganized Nov. 30,1915.

Will Not Lose Colonies.

; estant Episcopal cliurch convention to- 
day in the consideration of a proposal 
to change the basis of representation 
in the general convention.

ent each of the sixty-oigrht dioceses ii? 
the church are represented in the con- 
vention by four lay and four clerical 
delegates. 


A special committee headed by Rev. 


R. McKill, of Washington reported 
i as favoring a plan

proportionate 
j representation.

suggested 
j would give each diocese a 
minimum 
representation of three lay and three 
clerical delegates with an 
additional 
laj- and clerical delegate for each one 
liundred clergymen resident in it, the 
maximum being iixed at six lay 
and 
six clerical delegates. 
Representatives 
of some of the smaller dioceses, most 
of Avhich are in the west, object to the 
proposal, assorting it would give the 
largo 
dioeescs, 
such 
as New York, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Chi- 
cago the balance of power in the cen- 
ventiun.

Shoaff Taught the Art. 


It was for John Shoaff to communi- 
cate 
the 
alchemy of 
daguerreotype 
making over Indiana. 
He taught the 
process to many rising young men. He 
charged 
?5 to teach 
the trade. 
He 
was the Johnny Appleseed of the pho- 
tograph business in the Hoosier state. 
Everywhere he traveled he left a little 
picture 
gallery 
struggling under 
the 
management 
of some fearless 
young 
man of the neighboriiood. 


Shoaff traveled over much of Indi- 
ana in the years of 1856-7-8. 
His trail 
was through Marion, Muncie, Ander- 
son, Fremont, Albany, Anderson, Port- 
land, Tipton, Logansport 
and 
many 
other towns as far south as Columbus. 


He traveled in a wagon. 
He carried 
a small tent in which the pictures were 
taken. 
His subjects posed for half an 
hour in the lightly covered tent, both 
in winter and summer. 
That is why 
many of the daguerreotype pictures are 
of folks with their hats on. 
Sometimes 
a gust of wind ruined the whole af- 
fair. 


Many .and wild -were ShoalTs experi- 
ences as he wandered over the unde- 
veloped state as the pioneer photog- 
rapher. 
Roads were often impassable. 
Storms beat upon him. 


"Believe me, it was some pioneering," 
Shoaff laughs. 


He sometimes had trouble finding a 
placo to stay. 
He was mistrusted. 
He 
was believed to be practicing a "black 
art." 
He was held to bo the "man of 
mystery." 
Our crude ancestors could 
not understand the physics and chem- 
istry or plcturo making. 
Many, many 
people refused to have their pictures 
taken nt all.

Though his speeches have been adorned with many grandiloquent 
phrases and bedecked with oratorical garlands that glow with "un- 
diluted Americanism," "American rights," and similar evanescent 
incandescence, the fact of the matter is that Mr. Hughes is asking the 
American people to make a political trade "sight unseen." His eluci- 
dation of what it is proposed to give them in exchange for the policy 
of peace, of industrial activity and of advanced legislation which con- 
fititute the record of President AVilson's administration is wholly un- 
satisfactory because it lacks definitcness. 
We are asked to accept 
generalization instead of detail. 
With the single exception of the 
tariff, which we arc assured will go back to the old high notches if 
Mr. Hughes' party is returned to power, we are asked to exercise 
iaith in the legerdemain of republican political leaders to give us! 
something better than we now have. We submit that a trade of that 
fharacter cannot commend itself to the sound business judgment of 
Vhe Amer ican people. 


We have nowhere been told, so far as we have observed, how the 
fiuropean war situation is to be handled differently from the peace- 
ful course insisted upon by President Wilson unless we accept the 
dictum of the violently anti-German Colonel Roosevelt as the accredit- 
ed spokesman for Mr. Hughes in this phase of the republican program, 
and nothing is more certain than that the great mass of the American 
people will have none of that. There is no authorized republican pro-

to be kept on the outskirts of the city, 
insists that the thing isn't so absurd as 
it seems. And without bothering about 
the practical details of proA'iding apace, 
shelter and food for an urban commu- 
nity of 4.'50,000 cows, he waxes enthusi- 
astic over the scientific and hygienic 
uiilk production that are theoretically 
possible in such a plant. 


He pictures a vast dairy farm made 
according to the most modern details. 
There would be unit after unit of build- 
ings, eacJ) unit conlaining one hundred 
cow.^. 
The 
floors 
would 
consist 
of 
waterproof 
cement, 
each 
stanchion 
would have its own drainage and indi- 
vidual water supply. 
Every cpw would 
be subjected to a thorough tubercular 
test every six months, and removed at 
tlie slightest sign of infection, 
liven a 
cow whose milk showed an unduly higl: 
bacterial count would be removed to a 
detention barn for observation and kept 
there until she was declared free from 
disease. 


Every cow would be "surgically pre- 
pared" for milking. 
The men doing the 
milking would be as clean as hospital 
nurses, and subject to frequent physical 
examination. 
There would be plenty of 
ventilation in the stables, and no cob- 
webby lofts or leaky roofs overhead or 


''It is the first right of an American to be a partisan, but it is 
his first duty to be a patriot," said Vice President Marshall in the 
course of an address at Atlantic City, and it is a sentiment on which 
all may ponder with profit. There can be no objection whatever to 
legitimate criticism 01 the course of public men, but there is mani- 
festly too much of a tendency, particularly in political campaigns, to 
overstep the bounds of decency and fairness. In much of the criticism 
hurled at President Wilson iji the past few weeks there has been 
small regard for the patriotic impulse that should temper American 
utterances even in the heat of a presidential campaign. Yet even this 
fact may have its compensations. 
With sober-minded citizenis of all 
parties it is bound to react to the advantage of the man who is made 
the target of ill-tempered and unwarranted abuse.

San IVancisco, Cal.', Oct. 21.—The 
southernmost settlement In the world. 
That's the town of Grytriken, frozen 
fast to the shore of King Edward's cove, 
Henderscm Bay, on the Island of South 
Georgia. 


On the whole, however, the 1,000 
people who live on the island liave no 
more worries and tribulations than their 
cousins of New York, Lunnon or Squee^ 
dunk. 


They go right along at their bus- 
iness of slaughtering whales with little 
interest or concern in the fact that they 
live on the southern jumping-off plac«. 


American scientists 
from 
the non- 
magnetic ship Carnegie, touring world 
waters in thevjnterests of science, paid 
the South Georgia folks a visit last Jan- 
uary. 
Among other interesting features 
they found that: 


Shackletoiif started his South 
Pole 
dash from this place. 


Grytriken is lighted by electricity. 
Six thousand whales are killed off the 
island annually. 


Only two white women and one little 
girl live there. 


Christmas is celebrated for two days 
with a big banquet and "exercises." 


A movie show is held in the churcli 
once a month. 


Winter comes in summer time—that 
is, our summer time—from May to Sep- 
tember. 


The harbor freezes six feet deep. 
It snows the year around. 
There are only two cows and two 
horses on the island. 


Only pigs are raised and they live on 
whale fat. 


Therats are so numerous and fierce 
thgy have killed all the rabbits of South 
Georgia. 


The penguins, birds usually plentiful 
in cold regions, commit suicidc every 
year by drowning in a fresh-water lakr 
inland. 


"We waded through whale blubbei 
knee deep going ashore," said F. C. I.or- 
ing of the Carnegie'. 
"The stench isn'i 
c.xactly pleasant but the cold climato 
j helps keep it down. 
Whale 
carcai-ses 
¡line the shore of the island. 
There are 
I seven whaling stations run by busines s 
'men of Buenos 
Aires, 
under chartor 
from the British government wliich owns 
South Georgia. 
Whaling is a profitiible 
industry and the whalers are busy dur- 
ing the season chopping up the catch 
of about 6,000. 


"The penguins go inland to the lake 
during the breeding season. 
They are 
not accustomed to fresh-water swim- 
ming and nianj' of them are dtownod. 
The rats arc tierce. 
Tliey burroAv in the 
hills and run undergi'ound trenches to 


the shore, where they feast off dead 
whale. 


"Magistrate Edward B. Benney is the 
whole works at Grytriken. 
He is the 
customs officer, the city coimcil, poli'< 
;force; mayor,, fire warden; officiates at 
death and would ftt marriages if they 
\ had any. 
There are none on South 
¡Georgia, for there are no single girlb 
to aid Cupid. The only women are Mrs. 
Robert Macdougall, wife of the Argen- 
tine meteorological oS^icer and the wife 
of a doctor at Leith Harbor, who has 
jher little girl with her.

"Whale meat isn't so bad. It tastes 
like jerked beef. The people there have' 
plenty of salt meat and salt fish and on 
Sunday eat fresh meat with potatoes 
and brown bread.

HERE are but two pages of the 
original of the contract on file, 
the first bearing the mariage bargain 
and the second the attestation of J^us- 
tice Lehman, as shown in the accom- 
panying reproduction. 


It develops that Mrs. Levy, or as 
she still prefers to be known among 
her business associates—Oh, yes! she 
still works every week day and some- 
times on Sundays at the Washington 
Square players' headquarters—Pauline 
Cahn, was one of the moving spirits be- 
hind that sworn agreement among the 
group of Barnard College girls. 
She 
has some very advanced ideas of matri- 
mony, views that might be termed 
radical in some quarters. 
And she 
didn't believe in being brief \nth her 
interviewer. 


"Not a little monarchy, but a full 
partnership is true marriage," she phi- 
losophized. ''Wliy not be honest about 
it and begin marriage without hum- 
bug?" 


The question went unanswered. 
"I would never tolerate the custom- 
ary form of marriage. In the first place 
there is the 'obey' bugaboo. 
Why, 
even the Episcopal Church means to 
expurgate that word from its marriage 
service. It is archaic, if not actually 
insulting. 
In the most solemn act of 
their lives women are called upon to 
perjure themselves, for if they have 
any self-respect and intelligence they 
will obey nothing but their own judg- 
ment, the dictates of theiv respective 
consciences. 


''I believe that if there were the 
slightest danger of a woman being 
forced to keep the promise to obey, no 
woman would let the wedding bells 
ring for her. 


"And is a man marrying a child or a 
slave or some brainless person that he 
shall need to order about? 
Certainly 


"«rhole resoiurces, then there is marriage 
iiA its finest essence, if I am not mis- 
taken. That, at least, is the plan upon 
which Mr. Levy and I have undertaken 
the married existence and we find it 
working out very well to date. 


"Just as there should be no 'boss- 
ing,' but invariably consultation, def- 
erence and arbitration of moot ques- 
tions, there should be a pooling of the 
finances. If she is qualified, the wife 
would do well to go to work the same 
as her husband in these days of fem- 
inine emancipation, at least until such 
time as she is confined to the limits of 
the nurse^', if she insists that she will 
not permit hired maids and tutors to 
' bring up ' her children. "

The "Worldly Goods" Claus«. 
"lyr RS. LEVY is sure that the present 


marriage sendee should be over- 
hauled for dead wood. She favors de- 
letion also of that passage %vherein the 
man promises the woman: "With all 
my worldly goods I thee endow." She 
agrees with, Dorothy Dix, that practi- 
cally the only worldly goods a man 
really bestoAvs upon hig v/ife. by the 
marriage ceremony is a charge account, 
and she points out that he can stop that 
Avhenever he likes, by the simple expe- 
dient of publishing in the ne%vspapor8 
that he no longer will be responsible for 
her debts. 


It is Mrs. Le^y's view tliat few wives 
receive from their husbands even a per- 
sonal allowance, but must appeal to 
him from time to time for funds for a 
hat or a suit or a piece of furniture or 
bric-a-brac. 


"That is not fair," she protests. 
"There should be an equal division of 
the spoils. A joint bank account is the 
right thing for the ordinary family if 
separate accounts are not maintained. 
If women knew beforehand how tight- 
ly shut the husband's pocketbook is 
likely to be, and if men knew how lit- 
tle they Avili be obeyed, there would be 
in every case a more honest platfomi 
and fewer illusions. ' '

Most interesting "Of the quartet of 
these contract marriages of Barnard 
College graduates is the most recent 
oi the lot—the marriage of Arthur S. 
Levy, a prominent young New York 
lawyer, to Miss Pauline Cahn, who is 
associated in an executive 
capacity 
with the Washington Square players, 


York. She took it down in shorthand 
and transcribed it two days later. 
Three copies of the unique document 
she typed out, one for the court record 
and one for each of the parties to the 
agreement. 


Together, they took their contract 
forms before Supreme Court Justice 
Irving Lehman, who witnessed the 


signing of them in his chambers at the 
Supreme Court on June 28. 
Three 
witnesses, members of the immediate 
families of the young couple, added 
their signatures to the document and 
every one concerned, apparently in- 
cluding the Supreme Court justice, 
were sworn to secrecy for the time. 


Immediately the young couple start- 
ed on a wedding journey to a bunga- 
low in Bermuda. 
From their honey- 
moon there jNlr. and Mrs. Levy only 
just have returned to New York City. 


Mrs. Levy is a graduate of the 1913 
class of Barnard College. Mr. Levy was 
graduated from Columbia University 
in 1910 and has already extensive law 
ofiiccs in a William street office build- 
ing. The bride taught natural science 
in the Alcuin School, a private insti- 
tution, before her marriage. 
Iler fa- 
ther, Hermami Cahn, is head of a large 
silk manufacturing company and re- 
sides on Riverside Drive, not far from 
the home of Mr. Levy's parents. 


The families of the bride and Mr. 
Levy long have been acquainted, but 
not intimately. Both however, approve 
of the form of marriage which the pro- 
gressive young people adopted.

Bride's Father Approves. 


I 
T IS the more sensible ceremony and 
one which I should think would b« 
widely adopted," ^declared Mr. Cahn 
in discussing his daughter's marriage. 
"And I, for one, would much rather 
have hummed that Lohengrin strain as 
I held hands with my bride-to-be on 
the subway, en route to the Supreme 
Court than to have faced the music, 
literally, and a horde of friends of the 
concerned families as %vell. I'll ven- 
ture the contract marriage will be in 
vogue before many years have passed." 


IMr. Levy explained that since the 
two persons married are the most vital- 
ly concerned in the matter it seemed 
proper to him and Mrs. Levy that they 
pronounce themselves man and wife, in- 
stead of having some one else say, "I 
pronounce thee," etc. 


Ml*. Levy seemed bored by the news 
paper people, who took such an interest 
in his rather unusual romance, but he 
condescended to remark: 


"I am surprised that more young 
people do not adopt the civil contract 
process. We were only the fifth couple 
to file such a contract in New York. 
Certainly it is practicable and just as 
simple and as solemn, to my mind, as 
the usual marriage rites." 


There can be no room for doubt as to 
the simplicity of the "ceremony" or 
of the formal agreement between the 
bride and groom. The contract reads: 


"We, Pauline Cahn residing at 202 
Riverside Drive, Borough of Manhat- 
tan, City of Ncav York, and Arthur S. 
Levy, residing at 39 West Ninety-third 
street, Borough of Manhattan, City of 
New York, do by this contract, exe- 
cuted this 28th day of June, 1916, at 
51 Chambers street 
(the "Supreme 
Court address). Borough of Manhat- 
tan, City of New York enter into the 
marriage relation and do hereby take 
each other for husband and wife. 


"In witness whereof, we have here- 
unto subscribed our names in the pres- 
ence of Hermann Cahn and Henriettc 
Cahn, both residing at 202 Riverside 
Drive, New Yorlc City, and Sophie R.

Using Nitrate of Soda 
On Early Vegetables

Extravagant 
claims are 
sometimes 
made regarding the influence of nitrate 
of soda upon the yield and earliness of 
certain 
vegetable 
crops, 
particularly 
those of which a vegetative part con- 
stitutes the edible product. 
The claims 
are especially emphatic in reference to 
early-planted 
crops, 
since 
m u c h 
of

their growth must be made at a time 
•when conditions in the soil are 
not 
favorable for rapid nitrification; 
and 
the supplying of nitrogen in a readily 
available form at such a .time would 
seem to promise good results. In view 
of these considerations, it was thought 
best to m a k e some tests with this m a - 
terial in the production of vegetables 
on the brown silt loam of the 
corn 
belt. 
Accordingly a series of tests was 
planned, 
including 
eight

signed by the Secretary of Agriculture 
becoming effective September 15, 1916. 
The order releases the last area under 
quaj^ntine in California, adding 
this 
state to the tick-free list. 
T h e other 
territory released consists of 10 coun- 
ties in Georgia, three in South' Caro- 
lina, 
two 
in 
Alabama, 
two 
whole 
counties and two fractional parts of 
counties In Oklahoma, and a portion 
of one county in Mississippi. 


Greater interest in tick 
eradication 
is being taken throughout the 
South 
than at any time since the beginning 
of the work co-operatively by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture and the 
States in 1906. 


The territory released Is, in detail, 
as follows: 


In Alabama, the 
counties

In California, the remainder of San 
Diego County, m a k i n g the entire state 
now free from quarantine.

CAREFUL SELECTION OF SEED CORN 


Spend One Day Picking Out Seed Com—Go Through the Fields With a Sack Over Your 
Shoulder and Select at LfCast Forty Ears for Each Acre You Expect to Plant Next Year— 
Then Next Spring, After You Have Tested Each Ear for Germination, Select from These Best 
Ears Only the Very Best Ones to Plant 


The 
quality and 
quantity 
of 
next 
year's 
corn 
crop 
will 
depend 
very 
largely upon the selection of seed—not 
merely the picking out of good-looking 
cars, but upon the time, placc and m a n - 
ner in w h i c h the selection is made. 


If w e wait until just before plant- 
ing-time 
next 
spring 
and 
t h e n 
run 
through the corn crib and pick 
out 
w h a t looks to be likely seed, we 
are 
taking chances of about eight to one 
against a full crop. 


The time to select seed corn is in 
the fall after the grain is thoroughly 
ripe, and the selection should be m a d e 
in the 
field. 
This method enables one 
to k n o w exactly the kind of stalk which 


crops of early vegetables, on well-riia- 
nured brown silt loam 
in 
the 
corn 
belt: radishes, turnips, beets, spinach, 
cabbage, 
cauliflower. 
The 
beneficial 
effect may consist in a 
higher 
per- 
centage of plants reaching marketable 
•size or condition within a given time, 
greater size of the 
individual

mens, or greater total yield.

Under the 
conditions of 
these 
tests, the benefits to be derived from 
top-dressings of nitrate 
of 
soda 
to 
onions and head lettuce do not appear 
to be sufficiently marked or consistent 
to v/arrant the us^ of this fertilizing 
material on these crops. 


4. 
Nitrate of soda applied at inter- 
vals of two weeks seems to be fully as 
effective as when applied at more fre- 
quent intervals, even though the ag- 
gregate amount of material is corre- 
spondingly 
less; in m a n y cases it is 
more effective.

Seed c o m 
selection 
is one 
of 
the 
most important details of growing the 
crop. 
It must be undertaken in a sys- 
tematic 
manner, 
because 
slipshod 
and uncertain methods will only result 
in disappointment and failure. 


Really seed corn should be raised on 
specially prepared ground f r o m 
ped- 
igreed seed, and this work should have 
been undertaken at planting time last 
spring. 
However, a good beginning in 
the selection of seed can be made -now. 


W h e n the c o m is thoroughly ripe In 


the field the selection jshonid be m a d e 
by taking a row at & tltoe and picking: 
only those eats w h i c h cótíie tip to a 
certain standard fixed beforehand. 


In the selection of the standard the 
farmer must m a k e tip his m i n d In ad- 
vance w h e t h e r he -vWintis a larso, eoarse 
stalk 
w i t h 
the 
ear 
high 
f r o m 
tlie 
ground, or a smaller, rtout stalk 
vrítb 
the ear lówér down. 


If he desires a ]«rgé ear w i t h cOarm 
grains, or a medinm-slzed ear w i t h t h e 
grains compactly set, he mtist m a k e his 
selections accordinsiy. 


Right here, however, t h e selector !s 
warned against a very cottuqdn mistftke 
— t h a t is, picking ears of abnormal süse 
or appearance, 
i f b e w a n t s a }ar?9 
ear with coarse and loosely sét grains 
he m a y find an occasional éút be&ring 
these characteristics in a very m a r k e d 
degree, abnormally so in fact, but it 
would be a mistake to select s u c h an 
ear because the tendency will be 
to 
Increase Variation and w h e n these vari- 
ations r»an to excéss, they are pretty 
sure to produce undesirable qnalitie«. 


It would be just as great a mistake 
if the selector is looking for a mediam> 
sized 
ear with 
closely set grains 
t o 
select an undersized ear with the ab- 
normally-sized grains, f o r the 
reason 
given above. 


In the selection of seed of any kind 
or in the breeding of animals, it is al- 
ways wise to stick to the m e d i u m speci- 
m e n s 
having t h e 
characteristics 
de- 
sired, as better Tcsults will always fol- 
low such selections. 


It is a good plan to select seed f r o m 
stalks of stout, healthy growth which 
have 
made 
uniform 
progress 
during 
the season and that are well provided 
with leaves so as to provide plenty of 
fodder. 
It is im-portant to observe the 
tassel of the stalk to see that it is 
strong, 
symmetrical 
and is well 
de- 
veloped and free from any evidence of 
disease. 


The stalks front w h i c h the ears aré 
taken 
should 
be well rooted 
in 
the 
ground, upright, strong and vigorous, 
and a n y evidence 
of 
disease 
or 
ab- 
normal 
growth should 
at once 
con- 
demn it. 


Only ears that are well silked and 
that are thoroughly covered with the 
husk from tip to tip should be selected. 
Here again it is a mistake to select 
ears 
bearing 
abnormally 
developed 
hu.sks or husks that are too little de- 
veloped. 


If 
the 
ear 
contains 
an 
unusual 
a m o u n t of husk it is a suré sign of 
coarseness and will show up badly in 
next year's crop. 


The shank 
bearing the ear should 
be short and not over an inch or an 
inch and a quarter in diameter, 
and 
those ears pointing downward are the 
most desirable. 
These shed the rain 
and thus preservo the grain while those 
ears which stand upright, or nearly so. 


nattiràlly catch moisture which trickles 
down into the grain and ëatises it to 
rot. 


As to the n u m b e r of rows and graitis 
on the ear. these will vary with 
the 
variety, but 1» m o s t standard varieties 
they riin f r o m 1« to 20, although they 
m a y rtm as high a s 34 and still con- 
form to standard.

The seed ears should be stored in a 
rat-proof room, not too cold nor w a r m

enough to start germination in case of 
damp weather at any time during the 
winter. 
After the ears have dried a 
f e w days they should be husked and 
placed in racks, that they may 
cure 
uniformly. 
A very simple rack for this 
purpose can be made by driving wire 
nails into a stout board at intervals of 
about four inches and impaling 
the 
ears through the butts on the nails. 


In this way the ears can be numbered 
and classified as desired. 


Of 
course, 
In the 
spring, 
two 
or 
three w e e k s before planting time, the 
seed 
must 
be thoroughly 
tested 
for 
germination 
power. 
This is as 
im- 
portant as selection and evsn more so, 
because it is useless to go to the trouble 
of preparing ground and planting seed 
unless you know it will grow. 


Juvenile Club Work 


An illustration of the great import- 
ance of the attitude of parents toward 
the work of members of the Boys' A g - 
ricultural Clubs, which have been or- 
ganized 
throughout 
the 
country 
by 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
is 
found by specialists 
in 
co-operative 
demonstration work in two cases re- 
ported from the same state. 
The in- 
cidents are accepted as showing the 
value of parental sympathy and con- 
sideration, particularly in the solution 
of the problem of keeping the m e m - 
bers of the younger generation on the 
farm. 


In one case It w a s found that the 
boy of the family w a s helped and en- 
couraged from the time he first joined 
a corn club. 
His father permitted the 
Use of one of the best acres on 
the 
farm, gave him barnyard mantxre, and 
allowed 
the 
use 
of 
the 
necessary 
horses and 
machinery. 
T h e 
young 
club m e m b e r produced more than 100 
bushels of corn on his single acre the 
first 
year and has been 
consistently 
successful since. 
H e has even estab- 
lished a reputation as 
a 
breeder 
df 
fine seed corn. 
Daring the four years 
of his membership in the c o m , 
pig, 
and 
other clubs, 
he h a s w o n 
more 
than $400 in prizes, and, with his pro- 
fits, has acquired ownership of seven 
head of pure-bred Duroc Jersey hogs, 
six head of well-bred 
cattle, 
and 
a 
horse. 
The h o m e is said to be ideal, 
the father and son being reported as 
" c h u m m y as school boys." 
The boy 
haa no thought of taking up life in the 
city, but Is 
planning 
a 
constructive 
future>on the farm. 


In the second case the results have 
been wholly different. 
The young son 
of this family joined a Kaffir Club, but 
w h e n the crop was gathered the grain 
was placed in a general farm bin and 
he 
received 
no value 
f r o m 
iL 
The 
following year he joined a pig 
club 
and w h e n his father called attention 
to the lack of feed, he hired himself 
to 
a 
neighboring 
farmer 
to 
secure 
funds. 
The money which he 
earned 
was, however, pocketed by the father. 
Wholly 
discouraged, 
the 
young 
boy 
shortly 
afterwards 
ran 
away 
from 
h o m e and is now working in a city 
of a neighboring state. 


The incidents have been used by the 
State demonstration agent of the state 
in which they occurred as the text for 
an urgent appeal to all parents to en- 
courage their children 
in 
the 
con- 
structive work they are 
undertaking 
in the clubs. 
One factor which 
will 
be helpful, it is pointed out, is per- 
mitting the young people to 
receive 
the full financial profits of their in- 
dustry. 


To Prepare and Plant 
an Asparagus Bed 


A good patch of asparagus Is a nic« 
thing to have. 
A hundred plants are 
no.t too m u c h for a good-sized family. 


Asparagus is a hardy plant. 
Y o u 
cannot kill it by exposure to low t e m - 
peratures. 
It should be planted just 
as soon as the ground can be put la 
good, workable order in spring, 
and 
the 
sooner 
it is planted 
the 
bettef 
chance it will have to grow and give 
a good yield in a year or two hence. 
Then after it has once reached

bearing age, it will be good for many 
years, and give you 
an 
annual 
and 
valuable crop unfailingly. 


The best soil is a light loam. 
As- 
paragus will not do 
well 
on 
heavy 
land. 
For field culture, spread on as 
much 
manure as can be plowed 
in. 
Then harrow the ground 
thoroughly, 
mark out the rows two feet apart and 
plant the roots nine inches apart in 
the rows. 
It would be better to Open 
a furrow about five inches deep, and 
set the plants in it, covering them so 
that the crowns will be two or three 
inches below the surface. 


For the h o m e garden, if the bed is 
a small one, it may be planted by dig- 
ging a trench nine or ten inches deep. 
Fill this with si.-c inches of 
manure 
and cover it with soil from the next 
trench and so on until the bed is pre- 
pared. 
Rake down smooth. Mark out 
the rows 18 inches apart and set the 
plants six inches apart in the rows so 
that the crowns will be two or three 
inches below the surfactj. 


Asparagus being a great feeder, the 
plants should be top dressed overs'- fall 
and spring. 
The top dressing should 
be done before 
the 
plants 
start 
to 
grov,-. 
You cannot manure too heav- 
ily. 
To keep down 
weeds 
a

more than offsets any gain f r o n v ^ t r a 
weight. 


3. 
Good bleeding Is absolutely es- 
sentiaj to a good appearance on

market and retards decay. 


4. 
H a n g the chicken- by both feet 
while picking. 
Hanging by one 
leg 
spoils the shape of the bird. 
Picking 
on the lap gets the 
skin 
dirty 
and 
hastens decay. 


5. 
Dry pick if possible. 
Scalding 
Is particularly undesirable because it 
hastens decay.

Though his speeches have been adorned with many graudiloquen 


phrases and bedecked with oratorical garlands that glow with "un 
diluted Americanism,'1 "American rights," and similar evanesceu 
incandescence, the fact of the matter is that Mr. Hughes is asking th 
American people to make a political trade "sight unseen." His eluci 
dation of what it is proposed to give them in exchange for the policj 
of peace, of industrial activity and of advanced legislation which con 
stitute the record of President "Wilson's administration is wholly un 
satisfactory because it lacks definiteness. We are asked to accep 
generalization instead of detail. With the single exception of th 
tariff, which we are assured will go back to the old high notches if

A pure, food expert, commenting on 


the proposal of a big milk firm to sup- 
ply New York •with milk from herds 
to be kept on the outskirts of the city, 
insists that the thing isn't so absurd BE 
it seems. And without bothering about 
the practical details of providing apace: 
shelter anil food for an urban commu- 
nity of 450,000 cows, he waxes enthusi- 
astic over the scientific and hygienic 
milk production that are theoretically 
possible in such a plant. 
' 


He pictures a vast dairy farm made! 


according to the most modern details. 
There would be unit after unit of build- 
ings, each unit containing one hundred 
cows. 
The 
lloors would consist of 


waterproof 
cement, 
each 
stanchion 


. would have its own drainage and indi- 
i viilual water supply. Every cow would 


be subjected to a thorough tubercular 
:est even" six months, and removed at 
the slightest sign of infection. 
Even a 


cow whose milk showed an unduly higi 
bacterial count would be removed to a 
detention barn for observation and kept 
there until she was declared free from 
disease. 


Every cow would be "surgically pre- 


pared" >for milking. The men doing thi 
milking would be as clean as hospita" 
nurses, and subject to frequent physica 
examination.

wcbby lofts or leaky roofs overhead o 


filth-saturated flooring underfoot. Hit- 
or-miss feeding would be replaced by 
regular, scientific distribution of whole- 
some food.

assassination of the Austrian premier, 
Carl Stuergkh, wns purely political and 
was induced by his refusal to convene 
parliament, according to the admission 
of Dr. Friedrich Adler, his assailant, 
shortly after his arrest. 


Dr. Adler is an eccentric and super- 


radical socialist, sometimes known as 
the "liebknecht of Austria." He is ed- 
itor of Der Kampf. 
At first he de- 


clined to reveal his motives, but after 
being locked up he broke down and de- 
clared the premier's political policies 
had led him to do the deed. Count 
Stuerprkh was shot while at dinner and 
died instantly.
